SECRETARY STATES VIEWS 


Giving Reason That Civil- 


ians Should Lead In Fight 
for Increased Navy While 
Officers Should Keep Out 
of Such Discussions— 
Fight Taken to United 
States Senate. 


IAMOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, April 12.—Secretary 


Daniels' refusal to permit Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske to read paper before the 
Navy League convention here today 
stirred up a wave of denunciation of 
the secretary in the meeting 
and 


drew biases from one part of the hall. 
The admiral's paper, previously "pub- 
lished in Naval Institutions, an offi- 
cial publication of the navy war col- 
lege was read by William Mather 
Lewis of Lake Forest, Ills., while the 
meeting cheered roundly. 


Colonel 
Robert 
M. 
Thompson, 


president of the league, read a let- 
ter from Secretary Daniels denying a 
request that the admiral read the pa- 
per and declared: 


"I desire to express my sorrow 


that the navy department should take 
this narrow view, so strongly in con- 
flict with that taken by the war de- 
partment. 
This question goes be- 


hind a mere departmental wish. 
It 


involves the constitutional right of 
fiee speech, that an officer of fitty 
years service, acknowledged as one 
of the leaders of his 
profession, 


should be denied the right to say that 
two and two make four." 


Colonel Thompson's mention 
of 


Secretary Daniels' 
name 
brought 


hisses from a part of the house. 


Henry Renterdahl and Wm. Stay- 


Jton, of New York, attacked the sec- 
rtftary's position and Reuterdahl de- 
clared that "wholesale gagging of 
navy officers does not come original- 
ly from the navy 
department 
but 


originally from the White House." 


Secretary Daniels' letter gave as a 


reason for his position the attitude 
taken by the department 
recently 


when Admiral Fiske was not permit- 
ted to speak to the commercial club 
of Chicago on naval affairs. Then the 
Secretary wrote that he thought it 
better for civilians to lead the fight 
foT enlargement of the navy and for 
naval officers to continue, an un- 
broken policy of not trying to influ- 
ence legislation. 


"Naval experts," he wrote then, 


"Will give their views to the naval 
affairs committees in congress and 
hearings will be public. This gives 
to congress and the people the opin- 
ions of experts." 


"If any here wants to defend the 


secretary's position let him arise," 
fihoUted Reuterdahl. 


No one arose to the defense of the 
secretary. 


Lack of method in 
development 


of the American navy was deplored 
by Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, 
U. S. N., on a paper on "naval strat- 
egy," presented at today's session of 
the annual convention of the navy 
league of the 
United States. The 


admiral did not appear in person, his 
paper being read by a delegate.

FRENCH LINES STILL 


HOLD 


Paris Reports That All On- 


slaughts Were Repulsed 


NO INFANTRY 
FIGHTING 


During the Night Although 


the Artillery Kept Up An 
Incessant Fire —Follow- 
ing Winter of Inactivity 
Heavy Engagements All 
Along Greek Frontier Are 
Reported.

Paris April 12, 9:50 a. 
m.— 


While bringing up reinforcements to 
resume their attack on Lemort Hom- 
me, the hill of the Dead Man, the 
Germans are trying to recover the 
ground regained by the French in 
Caillette woods and to the north be- 
tween Douamont and Vaux. 


The French positions 
there de- 


scribe an arc front a point south of 
Douaumont fort to the center of the 
village of Vaux and the front is a 
little less than two miles in length. 


For three days the only attractions 


on the east bank of the Meuse have 
been centered and there 
with the 


habitual preparation in heavily con- 
centrated artillery fire with 
a fin- 


ishing touch m the form of a couple 
of hours of heavy shelling with suf- 
focating and tear-provoking gas pro- 
jectiles. 
After a bombardment with 


high explosives lasting eight hours 
and the use of gas for another hour 
or two, the Germans would attack in 
two columns simultaneously on two 
flanks. There was ncT visible dimun- 
ition in their courage 
and 
ardor 


Neither did the French 
show 
the 


slightest fatigue and the consequence 
is that the unprecedented

of the battle of Verdun goes on.

last fall. 
He finally was sentenced 


only for carrying concealed 
weap- 


ons.Mrs. Ritter, wife of the prisoner, 
was on her way here 
today 
from 


Cleveland with small quantities of 
materials with which Dr. Ritter de- 
clared he will demonstrate that val- 
uable dye stuffs, now so scarce in 
this country, can 
be made 
from 


cheap products. 


"I worked in a German dye fac- 


tory as confidentia chemist and 
I 


positively know the process," 
said 


Dr. Ritter. "Let me have the chance 
and I will prove it beyond doubt I 
can make the state of Ohio the 
greatest producer of dyes 
in 
this 


country—with the Honoroble Ward- 
en's permission." 


He spoke with a pronounced Ger- 


man accent, and was enthusiastic de- 
spite his four month's confinement 
in the prison. 
Persons who recall 


his picture, published in 
hundreds 


of newspapers over the United States 
several months ago, with 
flowing 


mustache, might not recognize him 
now with smooth face. 
To discuss 


his offer, Warden Thomas summon- 
ed him from the summer pavilion 
where he had been playing the piano 
for the prison orchestra. 


The Warden gave his assent to the 


proposal. 
Dr. Ritter also proposed 
that he be allowed to institute a sys- 
tem of reducing table refuse of the 
penitentiary and other state institu- 
tions. 
He explained how he could 


make a net profit of $7050 yearly by 
converting the waste into lubricating 
grease, starch, albuminoids, dextrin, 
glucose, glycerine and disinfectants. 
He will be given a chance to prove 
this also. 
Black-brown, vivid red, perma- 


nent blue and yellow—these are the 
colors which Dr. 
Ritter 
said 
he 


would manufacture from the basket- 
ful of materials 
which 
his 
wife 


brings. 
"Of course I will not tell axactlv 


how, begging your pardon." he said. 
"But the principal ingredients will 
be fine coal dust, like that scraped

—Cattleman's Story.

El Paso, April 
12—An 
entirelj 


new version of the story of Villa's 
death was brought here today by a 
Mexican cattleman, who claimed to 
have suffered a \isitation 
from 
a 


band of Villa followers on his lanch 
near Bachimba. This man said that 
Villa was neither dead nor wound- 
ed, but that Pablo Lope?, the bandit's 
notorious lieutenant and execution- 
er-m-chief had died and that Villa 
had deliberately used his death as 
the basis of the stoiy of his own fin- 
ish.The cattleman told the following 
story: 
"1 was in Guerrero at 
the 
time 


Villa came there 
and 
afterwards 


when the American soldiers arrived 
I believed it was safe for me to re- 
turn to my ranch. 


"Last Thursday a band of twenty 


of Villa's men rode up to the ranch 
house. They took a little grain that 
I had and killed one of my cov/s and 
had a great feast. 
They had several 


bottles of liquor that they had se- 
cured at Guerrero and Minaca and 
got pretty drunk before they were 
through. 
"They 
ridiculed the American 


soldiers and boasted about the way 
Villa had fooled the 'Gringoes' 
by 


sending guides to the American offi- 
cers with stories of definite places 
in which he was hiding. Then they 
talked about Lopez and said he was 
dying and that as soon as he was 
dead the Gringoes would be told it 
was Villa and then they would all 
go home. 
"They did not say anything defin- 


ite about the whereabouts 
of 
the 


Villa bandits, but I understood from 
their talk that he was far 
to 
the 


south and that they were under or- 
ders to meet him somewhere near 
Parral." 


The Mexican who told this story is 


well known to 
several 
Americans 


here who consider him reliable. 


Villa's ride south has been a dis- 


trous one for the Villages and the 
small towns through which he has 
raided, according to numerous re- 
ports received here. 
His men have 


looted at will and have been ruth- 
less in their destruction of property 
Several reports relate instances of 
women beinp? assaulted and of Mexi- 
cans who were shot because of their 
supposed friendliness to Americans 
but none of them has been corobor- 
atod. 


Practically every man in El Paso 


has a map of Mexico on which he 
picks out a new location for the fu- 
gitive bandit daily, the most reliable 
information to the effect 
that 
in 


Northern Durango. trying to arrange 
for a concentration of the Villa ad- 
herents who have been operating un- 
der Canute Reyes.

Others Sunk According to 


the Rules of War 


This Theory is Advanced By 


Berlin Foreign Office and 
Gives Evidence for Such a 
Conclusion—Reply is Ex- 
pected to Reach Washing- 
ton Today—Great Britain 
Excuses Herself.

Berlin, April 12.— (By wireless to 


Associated Press from a statf corre- 
spondent.)—The German reply to 
the American note concerning the 
damaging or sinking of five steam- 
ships contains the statement that the 
steamers Englishman, Eagle Point, 
Manchester, Engineer and Berwmd- 
vale were destroyed by German sub- 
marines. 
Evidence is presented to 


show that these vessels were torped- 
oed legally, in accordance with the 
rules of war. 


The note states that a 
German 


submarine torpedoed a steamship in 
the vicinity of the place at which the 
cross-channel steamship Sussex was 
damaged by an explosion, but that 
evidence at hand indicates that tfte 
vessel torpedoed by the submarine 
was not the Sussex. 


In regard to the Sussex the note 


states that only one German subma- 
rine was in the vicinity and that it 
torpedoed one steamship. 
The com- 


mander of the submarine made a 
sketch at the time. This sketch has 
been compared with a photograph of 
the Sussex and has been found to be 
quite dissimilar in build and stacks. 
Therefore it is presumed a mine wab 
lesponsible for the damaging of the 
Sussex. In the way of corroboration 
it is stated that German naval forces 
destio>ed 2C foatilng mines on that 
day. 


Regarding the cases of the Eng- 


lishman, 
Manchester, 
Engineer, 


Kagle Point and Berwindvale, it is 
stated they were signalled to halt but 
disregarded the signals. Thereupon 
warning shots were fired. The state- 
ment says the submarine command- 
ers assured themselves before sinking 
(lie ships that their destruction was 
justified and that the crews 
were 


safely in boats, no man being left 
aboard the vessels. 


Interesting commentary 
on 
the 


theory that the Sussex explosion was 
caused by a mine is furnished by a 
statement of a Swiss passenger on 
that vessel. According to the version 
ot his statement given to the Associ- 
ated Press he asserts lie is convinced 
a mine was responsible and so stated 
after the disaster. Investigating of- 
ficers, according to 
this version, 


"bullyragged" him into changing his 
statement, which he now repudiates

struggle for Verdun goes on with no 
sign of an ending. 


After a winter of inactivity along 
the Greek frontier heavy fighting is 
now under way although apparently 
it is still confined principally to ar- 
tillery actions.

port from Saloniki tells of the cap- 
ture of a fortified 
position by the 


Germanic allies but so far as is indi- 
cated no large bodies qf

have been engaged.

CHINESE REBELS 


ATTACK TROOPS 


OF GOVERNMENT

Shanghai, April 12.—Three hun- 


dred armed revolutionaries of Hong 
Kong yesterday attacked 200 gov* 
ernment soldiers at the Anglo-Chi- 
nese boundary. As four hundred 
men came up to reinforce the latter, 
the revolutionaries scattered. 
The 


casualties on both side amounted to 
fifty killed 
and a large number 


wounded. 
The China Mail reports 


fighting between the regular forces 
of Lung 
Chi-Kuang, governor 
of 


Kwa.ng Tung province in the Shake 
district, as a result of which it is 
estimated a hundred were killed and 
many hundreds wounded. 


Tbe financial problem is becoming

Canadian border are in the possession 
of the United States district attorney 
here today. 
Of those accused of an 


attempt to violate tho customs law 
by a new method, six are New York 
men and one a Canadian. 
The in- 


dictments were returned by the fed- 
eral grand jury at Syracuse, N. Y. 
The indicted New York men are Har- 
old T. Edwards, a lawyer, Isaac C. 
Vulman, manager of the Duple? 
Film 
Co., 
Harry 
Fishbeck, 
a 
cinematograph operator, James J. 
Johnstone, manager of an amuse- 
ment enterprise, Laurence M. D. Mc- 
Guire, president of the New York 
real estate board, and W. V. Brymer. 
The Canadian named in the indict- 
ment is J. J. Orknay. 


It is charged that the men at- 


tempted to evade the law prohibit- 
ing the importation of prize 
fight 


pictures by setting up a tent on the 
Canadian border at Rousse's Point, 
New York, and re-photographing the 
fight films across the border, thus 
avoiding actual shipment across the 
line of the films made in Havana. 


The new films so made 
were 


brought to New York and shown in 
a private exhibition. The expedient 
caused much comment in the moving 
picture and sporting circles and the 
outcome of the government's attempt 
to punish the men concerned in it is 
awaited with unusual interest. 


It is announced that custom offi- 


cials virtually have decided to seize 
the new pictures on the ground that 
the intent of the law cannot be de- 
feated by such a process.

IN 
TIMES 
OP 
RIVER 


FLOODS. 


Provided in 
Resolution 
Already 


Adopted by Senate and Pending 


in House. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Washington, April 12.—Plans for 


three modified coast guard cutters 
for use in flood time on the Missis.- 
sippi, Ohio and Missouri rivers were 
being drafted today 
by the 
coast 


guard service. 


The vessels will cost approximate- 


ly $80,000 each, will be 145 feet 
long, have a speed of fifteen knots 
and so designed as to permit their 
use over country flooded to a depth 
of three or four feet. Each will be 
equipped with wireless and will car- 
ry four motor lifeboats capable of 
holding fifty persons each. Ample 
storage space for food and clothing 
for refugees will be provided and the 
vessels themselves could afford 
im- 


provised quarters for about 600 per- 
sons in case of necessity. The crew 
of each vessel is to be 21 men. 


A resolution providing funds for 
the project has already been adopt- 
ed by the senate and is now pending 
in the house. 
Headquarters of tbe 
cutters are to be at St. Louis, at 
Cincinnati or 
Louisville, and at 


Louisville, and 
at 
Vicksburg or 


Helena, Ark. In time of flood it is 
proposed to place surgeons 
aboard 


the vessels and equip them with first 
aid appliances for treatment of 
in- 
jured persons. When the rivers are 
not swollen it is 
proposed to use 


the cutters in assisting river craft in 
distress and enforcing motor 
boat 


laws.

name on the Democratic ballot.

The forces of Mayor William 
Hale Thompson won 14 of the 35 
wards, while the remaining 21 were 
divided between the followers ot 
former governor Charles S. Deneen 
and Edward J. Brundage. Mr. De- 
neen lost the committeeship in his 
own ward and was eliminated from 
che Republican county committee. 


In the Democratic contest the 


forces headed by Roger C. Sullivan 
won easily, giving Sullivan control of 
the Democratic oigamzation through- 
out the state. He now has control 
of the Cook county committee, the 
state central committee and the votes 
which will control the state conven- 
tion. 


Women were privileged to express 


their preference for president but 
not allowed to vote for delegates. As 
a result of the limited franchise only 
77C5 women went to the polls in

000,000 estate asked the surrogate 
to construe the clause by which Mr.

fortune to his wife. By the court's 
decision, the 
income 
of 
$200,000 


will go to Mrs. Fowles' sister, Mrs. 
Dorothy E. Smith, of London, and 
eventually the principal will be di- 
vided between the children of Mrs. 
Fowles and Mrs. Smith. But for the 
unusual clause in Mr. Fowles' will 
the $200,000 would have .gone to his 
next of kin.
